CONSTITUTION: A Mail box attribute management record 4 in which information 
of a possessor, a common use party, and an arrival notice level of a mail box 
7 is preset and an arrival notice destination decision section 5 deciding the 
user for arrival notice based on the arrival notice level of the mail box attribute 
management record 4, and the arrival notice destination decision section 5 
are provided the user for the arrival notice based on the possessor, a common 
use party, and an arrival notice level of the mail box attribute management 
record 4 depending on the reception of a mail and the storage of it to a destina- 
tion mail box 7 is decided and arrival notice to the decided user is made.

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PURPOSE: To improve the operability of the mail box by allowing the user 
to revise user management information to select optionally an accessible mail 
box or to revise mail box definition information optionally. 

CONSTITUTION: An access right defined is extracted and a mail box and the 
extracted access right are set to user management information 12 for the pur- 
pose of changeover when the user is defined as a possessor or a common use 
party in mail box definition information 15 receiving a changeover request 
corresponding to the changeover request of the mail box. from the user and 
the mail box is accessed in a range of the access right to implement transmis- 
sion reception processing.

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PURPOSE: To reduce the quantity of a table when a received nonlinear 8-bit 
quantization voice signal is decoded using a converted address for a data read 
address of 1st and 2nd table means. 

CONSTITUTION: The transmitter provided with a network interface 11, a buffer 
circuit 101, a 1st table circuit 106, a packet processing circuit 102, a timing 
control circuit 103 and a voice code decode circuit 13 is provided with a compa- 
rator circuit 104, an address conversion circuit 105 and a 2nd table circuit 107 
newly. Then data sent from the buffer circuit 101 are compared to generate 
a 16-bit data, it is converted into an address by the address conversion circuit 
105 and adopted for a data read address for the 1st and 2nd table circuits. 
Thus, number of quantities of the tables required for reproducing an analog 
voice signal from a voice signal packet subject to nonlinear 8-bit quantization 
received from two terminal equipments is saved. 
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
